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CANADA RACING REFORMS 



Kentuckians Hear of Plans After 
Sport's Revival in Dominion. 

Race Track Profits to Be Reduced 
to Commercial Figure and 
Well Divided. 



Kj\. November 30. — Kentuckians in- 
terested in tin- preservation of the thoroughbred 
horse breeding industry and the sport of racing 
have heard with gratification that powerful in- 
fluences are working in Canada for the reopening 
of t:ie race tracks in the Dominion to the north of 
the Cr.ited States on a basis such as will insure 
the elimination of the profit hunting promoters and 
guarantee iiermauuncy under the seal of popular 
approval. 

The belter race track owners are agreed that when 
racing automatically comes back six months after 
tlie war. under the order in council which became 
effective August 1. 1917. it cannot be under pre- 
war conditions. The owners of the older tracks, 
that is to sa.v the stockholders in the long estab- 
lished associations, have discussed the situation at 
length and they have felt the public pulse during 
the fifteen months of sjsirtless inaction, and they 
are satisfied that the day of high profits is passed 
ujKin tie- turf in Canada and that preservation of the 
smirt lies in limited dividends — six or eight jK-r 
cent— on a fair capitalization and short meeting:; 
for horses of the lietter class. The stakes and 
purses must be more attractive; overhead expenses 
normal; a reasonable sinking fund for the future 
needs of the plant established, and all the rest to 
go to the Dominion government for public benefit. 

THREE CANADIAN ELANS. 

There are three distinct line formations under 
three different plans now in process, but all point- 
ing the same way. One plan is to take ten per 
• •cat from tlie pari-mutuels and give three per cent 
to tlie track owners, four |ier cent to stakes and 
purses and four per cent to the live stock asso- 
ciations. to Is* prorated. This plan was fathered 
by Dr. A. Tolinie, president of the Holstein Breed- 
er-' Association, and it is being urged by George 
Pepper of Toronto, breeder of high jumpers and a 
big man in the horse show world. A number, liow- 
ev. r. are raising objection to this plan on the fear 
that the live stock associations, of which there arc 
many in Canada, would fall out among themselves 
over the division. 

The second plan lias the hacking of Judge Francis 
Nelson, who now is working on the reconstruction 
of sports after the war. His plan is to have a 
government commission for the ofie ration of the 
race track properties, with the understanding that 
all profits above o|«eratiug and upkeep expenses and 
a six [ter cent annual dividend to stockholders lie 
paid into the government to lie used in lifting the 
war debt or otherwise after the war debt is; 
lifted. 

The third movement, which is declared to have the 
backing of the Hood Hoads Society, several of the 
iuilHirtatit automoliil- associations and the leading 
breeders and horse owners of the country, includ- 
ing Commander 4. K. I.. Ross, P. P. Cowan, Dr. 
Charles McKadiran and D. Raymond, is for a com- 
mission to be appointed by tlie governor -general, 
or o tiler wise under an act of parliament, to control 
racing and the pari-mutuels, giving the track owners 
six per cent per annum uism their investment and 
devoting the profits, minus tlie cost of distribution 
of stallions in the breeding bureaus to breeders, 
to tli<- building of good roads throughout the coun- 
try. 

Kentuckians who are acquainted with the details 
of tin- movements in Canada are hopeful that the 
good roads plan will Ik- the plan finally approved 
and adopted, and, furthermore, they feel that in 
this movement Canada is about to show the way out 
of turf difficulties in Kentucky. Maryland and 
other states. 

ONTARIO JOCKEY CLUB HOLDS MEETING 



Officials Hopeful for the Resumption of Racing 
Next Year — Same Board Re-Elected. 



Toronto. Out., November 30. — The annual meeting 
of the shareholders of the Ontario Jockey Club 
was held at the offices of the company Thursday, 
and in the absence of tlie president, Mr. Seagram, 
Col. William Heudrie occupied the chair. The 
chairman said: 

"As you are aware, we were enabled to run the 
King's Plate for tlie fifty-ninth time, and so preserve 
its eontinuity and also afford breeders of the thor- 
oughbred in this province some encouragement. In 
Canada alone, of all countries engaged in tlie war. 
racing ceased to be carried on; Great Britain in a 
lesser degree only; France, Italy, India, Australia. 
New Zealand, South Africa and the United States 
all kept racing going, the war administrations of 
those countries believing that such was essential 
to the horse-breeding industry. As racing ceased 
in Canada only for the period of the war, we are 
hopeful that the season of 1919 will see its re- 
sumption. for without racing the thoroughbred 
liorse will disappear.”

MORE GOOD HORSES FOR CANADA 

Baltimore, Md.. November 30. — Preparations for 
the return of Canadian racing are indicated by 
T. J. Elward’s purchase from the Brookvale Stable 
of the two-year-old Dustin Farmun at private sale. 
This colt was highly tried last spring, but failed 
to fulfill Trainer George Odom's high hopes for him 
because of minor physical disabilities from which he 
has since entirely recovered. The colt lias been 
shipped to Toronto with Astrology, Bitter Sweet and 
Jl. He Roj-’s Scarboro Beach and Hemisphere. It 
is Klward’s intention to school him through the 
field. To that end he has been placed in care of 
trainer J. M. Mclllmurray, who developed Smith- 
field, the green jum|>er whose perfumanees so im- 
pressed Messrs. Garth and Stockton, the Virginia 
horsemen, that they purchased him after his per- 
formance in the Pimlico Manly Memorial for a 
fancy price. 



NIGHT WATCH 

THE VICTOR IN THE MELBOURNE CUP OF THIS YEAR 



Tlie world famous Melbourne Cup at two miles 
was run over the Fleminglon course at Melbourne, 
Australia, November 5. It was won by the lighflv 
weighted five year-old gelding Night Watch, by 
St. Alwynt — Wakeful, carrying 91 pounds. The 
four-year-old colt Kcunaquhair, by Kenilworth — Cal- 
luna, 1211 jMinnds, was second; the seven-year-old 
GadalKiut. by St. Denis — Gadfly, 1 10 pounds, bring- 
ing up in third place. The three placed horses are 
all of English blond. Night Watch was an out- 
sider in the betting. Fiiunnrk was fourth and 

King Offa was fifth. 

The $25,000 Victoria Derby for three-year-olds at 
a mile and a half was run over the same track 
November 2, and resulted in the success of the fine 
colt Hnsebius, by Kudorus — Lager. Outlook fin- 
ished second and Fiuniark third. 

Wakeful, the dam of Night Watch, is one of Aus 
tralia’s famous mares. Commenting about the race 
and Wakeful, Mr. Allison in the London Sports- 
man writes: 

Wakeful herself was only just beaten for the Mel- 
bourne Cup of 1903. when she was carrying 140 
pounds, and Lord Cardigan (92 pounds) won. Seaport

(100 pounds) being third. That was Wakeful’s 
last race, anil it was as glorious as a victory. She 
was not put into training until she was four years 
old. and she may fairly be described as the best 
mare that ever ran in Australia, for all distances 
were alike to her. She won the Newmarket Handi- 
cap of 1901, three -quarters, and the Champion 
Stakes of 1903, three miles, and that. too. in 5:29%. 
Her son. Night - Watch, must have matured slowly, 
for though he ran as a two and three-year-old, he 
never won. Last year he started once only, and 
that time he won, but it was* a mile race of no 
great im|H>rtanco, and there seemed little reason to 
anticipate that lie would ever win a Melbourne Cup. 
However, the St. Simon on Musket combination 
seldom fails altogether, and Night Watch has added 
one more to the many successes of animals thus 
bred. In tills country St. Frusquin (grandsire of 
Night W a tch) did well with Trenton mares, from 
one of which lie got Rosedrop (dam of Gains- 
borough) and from another Tullibardine, winner of 
the Goodwood Cup. Tlie pedigree of Night Watch 
will be studied with some interest, so I give it 
here:

Racing dates for the spring meetings of 1919 
were granted as follows:

to Saturday, July 5. Twenty-three days. 

In all sixty-one racing days were allotted, a cur- 
gtimnent of seven days as compared with this year. 
1 1 l ruL? placing a ban on the racing of two- year- 
olds before April 1 was rescinded in conformity with 
tiie action of tlie Jockey Club, with which tlie 
rut'- bad originated. - 

J. O. Keene, Secretary Nuckols and Judge Charles 
F. Price were appointed by Chairman Camden to 
revise the Rules of Racing. 

It was voted that the $300,000 raised by tlie 
thoroughbred horse interests of Kentuckv for the 
American Red Cross will be distributed by check 
from the State Racing Commission directly to the 
154 Red Cross chapters in Kentucky according to 
quotas worked out by the Red Cross officials last 
spring. 

Messrs. John Ilachmeister of Latonia and Douglas 
Park: Charles F. Grainger, president of the New 
Louisville Jockey Club; Colonel Venule of the same 
association, and Robert L. Raker of tlie Kentucky 
Association, attended the meeting and accented the 
dates as satisfactory. 



BOWIE MEETING COMES TO AN END JEFFERSON PARK GOING STILL HEAVY EXTERMINATOR FOR STEEPLECHASING 

Military Race Attracts One of the Largest Crowds pilsen Beaten by Berlin Because of Stumbling— May Go to France for Jumping Races — $30,000 
Ever Seen at Prince George’s Park. Jockey Ensor on Three Winners. Offered for Latonia Derby Winner. 



Bowie, Mil., November 30. — Tlie eastern racing 
season closed today with the running of the eight - 
race jirogram at Bowie attracted by the Military 
Cup Race, the Autumn Farewell Purse anil six 
other promising contests. One of tlie greatest 
crowds the Bowie track has ever entertained was 
in attendance. Scores of military men of all rank 
were present to witness the running of tlie Military 
Race. Almost all tie- horses jn this event were 
ridden by officers from Camp Meade. 

Bolster, coupled with Bondage as the Arthur 
and Francis entry, accounted for tin- farewell feature 
after a driving finish with Deckmate. The latter 
was comiHdled to run through the heavy going near 
the inside rail for the greater part of tlie race, 
and the effort told upon him when he was called 
upon to withstand Bolster’s closing rush. Minto 
II., which had set the early pace, lasted long 
enough to gain show honors from Bondage, which 
raced closer to the early pacemaker titan usual and 
closed gamely at the end. 

Tlie starters in the military race were led to the 
I«ist liy a rider holding aloft the Star Spangled 
Banner, and to tlie strains of the National Anthem 
the vast assemblage saluted the colors. The race 
proved a great success. Lieut. White, rider of the 
winner, is a Virginian and well-known in hunt 
circles in his native state. He was presented with 
a Isantifnl silver trophy. 

This lias been the most successful meeting tlie 
Bowie track lias ever exiierienced. from all view- 
points. Increased patronage and greater volume of 
speculation by far than has ever been their portion 
have caused Manager James F. O’Hara much grati- 
fication. Witli a return of normal prewar traffic 
conditions, Bowie may look forward to continued 
prosperity. 

W. H. Karrick further reduced iiis Maryland 
string by selling W. R. Coe’s Mr. Mack to j'aines 
Johnson and the Oneok Stable’s Wilfreda to J. \v 
Bangle. G. W. Forman purchased J. E. Griffith’s 
Sea Reach, while G. W. Loft’s representative took 
over Blazeaway and Baby Sister from R. F. Car- 
man for Cuban racing. All sales were at private 
terms. 

The good filly F eu Kose has been on the ailing 
list. Her temperature rose to 105 on Thursday. 

James Arthur, A. Zimmer, W. R. Kennedy, Milton 
Grey and others will leave some of their horses here 
for the winter. Superintendent Pending expects 
about fifty will remain on the grounds. 

Jefferson Park’s official family will be aug- 
mented on Monday by Starter Ed Tribe and Super- 
intendent Richard Pending, who departed from here 
tonight. 

Jockey J. Butwell appeared at the course today in 
civilian attire, pridefully exhibiting his credentials 
of honorable discharge from the army. He will be 
seen in the saddle at New Orleans after the holi- 
day season. 

A pleasing feature of the meeting lias been 
Starter Tribe’s work at the barrier. His control 
over the riders was such that he found it unneces- 
sary to suspend a rider during the entire meeting. 



FIRE VISITS KEENELAND STUD FARM 

Lexington, Ky., November 30. — This afternoon J. 
O. Keene called for detectives to be sent immediate- 
ly to Keeueland Farm, saying: ■ “My new barn is 
burning, and I cannot conceive how the fire could 
have started unless by incendiarism.” The barn 
cost $4,000 and was not insured. 

JESSE LEWIS0HN DIES IN NEW YORK 

New York, November 30. — Jesse Lewisohn, son of 
the late Leonard lawisolm, copper mine owner, 
well-known as a turfman and sportsman, died here 
today from pneumonia in his forty -eighth year. 



New Orleans, La.. November 30. — There was a 
cessation this morning of wet weather, resulting 
in a big attendance, but the difficult track was 
again a liar to the sjKirt, most of the starters being 
of the poorer grade and tlie majority of the dashes 
were tame and uninteresting. Surprises devehqied 
in several of the races, tin- defeat of Pilsen being 
particularly costly to lii.s backers and was in the 
main due to his stumbling several times in the last 
eighth. Berlin, which lieat him home by a neck 
after a good stretch sprint, was subsequently re- 
claimed by his former owner, IV. ('. Weant, for 
$1,900 

Jockey Metcalf gave a weird exhibition on the 
favorite. General, in the third raee and managed to 
get him beaten by Margaret N. because of his action 
in taking the horse to the extreme outside where the 
going resembled a plowed field. 

Jockey Ensor was again in the liim-light and 
landed half of the card. His success began in the 
initial race, when he brought Salgeorge home in 
advance of George Muehlebach. He followed with a 
victory on t’amlia and then ou Berlin. 

Ring activities again were marked, the constant 
drifting in of newcomers making for steady improve- 
ment. 

Secretary J. R. Campbell, who came this morning 
from Latonia, at once began his duties and found 
it somewhat a severe task to secure entries for 
Monday. The card was not filled until late in the 
afternoon. Tlie traek is in a frightful state, and 
an owner can’t Ik* blamed for refusing to run his 
horses over it. 

The stmt -down at Bowie will bring Starter Eddie 
Tribe hen- and Steward C. C. Hall. It will also 
land here the track suiierintendcnt of the Mary- 
land traek. who will attempt to remedy the local 
track’s defects, but it is unlikely that it will show 
much improvement until a new system of drainage 
is installed. 

J. H. Rosseter. the wealthy Californian who is 
attached to the federal shipping board, was among 
the visitors, having stopjied off en route to Wash- 
ington. His Choir Master was a starter in the 
fourth race, in which he finished third. A fairly 
good sized Latonia delegation came in this morn- 
ing and included the thirty horses trained by W. 
Perkins. I)r. C. O. Richards brought six. W. H. 
Raker’s and Tex Foreman’s consignments also came, 
and those of the Waldeek Stable, in charge of G. H. 
Keene, are expected tonight. Some of the new- 
comers will experience difficulty in getting stalls, 
for they were advised of the shortage before ship- 
ping. 

John C. Ferriss’ string of fifteen, in charge of 
“Boots” Dickerson, came in this morning and 
jockey George Molesworth accompanied the horses. 

Korblv, which was claimed from Dick Williams 
this fall, came with tlie horses owned by G. Barnes. 

James Osborn, who is assistant to Starter A. B. 
Dade, was among tlie arrivals and he will begin 
schooling the yearlings at tlie Fair Grounds shortly, 
to get them barrier wise for the racing they will 
take part in after January 1. 

Jockey Gruber, who is now under contract to 0. 
P. Johnson, made his debut here au auspicious oue 
by piloting Margaret N. to victory. 



W. VIAU PREPARES TO RACE IN FRANCE 

New York, November 30. — Sandy McNaughton yes- 
terday signed a three-year contract with Wilfrid 
Viau. Mr. Viau has decided to race in France 
next year if racing is resumed there, and Mr- 
Naugliton will have charge of the stable, which 
will comprise about twenty lieud of horses, includ- 
ing Omar Khayyam and Westy Hogan. Both these 
horses were entered today in a stake to be run 
in France, worth thirty thousand francs. The 
entries were made with Algernon Daingerfield at 
the Jockey Club office. Jockey Kunimer was also 
signed up to ride for the Viau stable in France. 



Baltimore, Md.. November 30. — Since Exterminator 
won the Latonia Cup his owner, Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer lias received a cable offer of $30,000 for the 
great long distance jH-rformer. The offer comes 
from France, and is tendered by a French syndi- 
cate which is fostering the development of the 
highest type of steepleehase thoroughbred, and which 
has iieen attracted by the performances of one of 
the most remarkable horses the last vear has pro- 
duced. It is improbable that Mr. Kilmer will enter- 
tain the offer seriously, for he has shown that tie 
lias as keen an appreciation of good horseflesh as 
any other individual or group of liorse lovers of anv 
country . The gelding, which was purchased for 

$15,000 and which was enabled to win the Kentucky 
Derby when track conditions proved unsuitable to his 
stable companion, and finally went on to accom- 
plish the great tilings that the fall records show, 
will probably go to France. When he goes, which 
Mr. Kilmer has decided if French racing conditions 
ad lust themselves by the coming of the next year, 
it will be under the care of J. Simon Healy and to 
sport the colors of the master of Sun Briar Court 
in the crosscountry events which are considered al- 
most as highly as the Grand Prix and other features 
of the French turf. Steepleehase experts who have 
seen the son of McGee race and have studied his 
conformation and action pronounce him one of the 
greatest prospects it lias been their fortune to see 
in the last decade. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Kilmer will reconsider his determination 
to ship him across, and will have him schooled 
through the field at home, that he may be seen 
in competition witli the type that the American 
turf so sadly needs.

ENGLISH RACING PROSPECTS GOOD 



Peace Expected to Bring Revivals of the Meetings 
at Epsom, Ascot, Goodwood and Doncaster. 



In England the cessation of hostilities has brought 
ani'-nt hope for the revival of racing next year in 
Its usual ante-bellum scope and preparations are 
accordingly in progress. Concerning all of which 
an editorial in Loudon S|iortsinau of November 9 
says: 

"The most interesting news in the last issue of 
the Calendar is that relating to entries closed re- 
cently for stakes due for decision next year, the 
more so as the end of tiie war seems close at 
hand. Taking so milch for granted, it is reasona- 
ble to assume that racing will lie restored to some- 
thing like normal conditions and the meetings 
which have lieen so long in alieyunce restored to 
their place in tin program. On the whole, the best 
lias been made of the opportunities offered under 
the mandate of racing only at Newmarket, but it 
will tic glorious to see a revival of such meetings 
ns Ascot. Goodwood. Epsom and Doncaster, where 
we look for sjsirt of the highest classic impor- 
tance . We may surely ho|ie for an announcement 
in due course of the ordinary list of fixtures cov- 
ering tin- demands for north, south, east and west, 
the suspension of which has done much to prejudice, 
though fortunately it lias not ruined, the great na- 
tional hors - breeding industry. Barring faddist in- 
terference. the resuscitation of racing, which stands 
conspicuously first in the minds of British sjMirts- 
men. who have done so much by their grit and 
pluck toward winning the war, will come as 
swiftly as naturally, and to none will its revival 
be more welcome than to our gallant soldiers on

Sydney. New South Wales, Australia, November 

1.— Racing was never more popular throughout Aus- 
tralia than at present, and the attendance on the 
opening day of the Australian Jockey Club’s spring 
meeting at Hand wick October 5 ' totaled about 
60,000, end constituted a record for Derby Day. 
This will give an idea of how little the war lias 
affected racing in tills state, and it is the same 
in others. On the opening day at Caulfield in 
Melbourne the attendance was 50.000. 

Betting was never heavier than now. especially 
in cash, and if the total amount speculated at 
Randwick on Saturday could he ascertained it 
would Is- ail eye-opener. There arc 145 liookmakers 
licensed for the paddock. 139 for the legcr, and 126 
for the flat at Randwick. anil though it is probable 
practically all were operating on Saturday, there 
was a totalisator business of $369,991. 

That, however, was next to nothing compared with 
the total amount invested with the array of book- 
makers, but if the latter were abolished it certainly 
would be exceedingly difficult to make suf- 

ficient machine provisions to cope with speculation 
at any of the most important meetings at this 

state’s principal courses. 

During the four days of the meeting the approxi- 
mate attendance was 170.000. 

Totalisator investments for t lie four davs were as 
follows: 

First day $369,991 

Second day 307.148 

Third day 198.601 

Fourth day 238.955 



Total $1,114,695 

This is a great advance as compared with the 
autumn meeting, when the total for tin* four days 
was $837,169. At Randwick last year the aggre- 
gate for the nineteen days the totalisator was used 
was $2,500,712. but the indieations are that this 
year that amount will lie nearly doubled. The 
largest amount invested on any race at the recent 
meeting was $104,537. 

SENSATIONAL CAULFIELD CUP. 

The t’aulfield Cnn of 1918 will go down as one of 
the most sensational in the history of the big mile 
and a half event.. King Of fa had been supported 
for thousands, and odds of 50 to 1 were secured 
about the imported horse in some quarters. On 
Thursday it was different to get better than 6 to 
4 about him. but early on Friday morning the re- 
port went up in the city “the favorite is lame.” 
The horse’s price eased to 5 to 1. while some odds 
layers laid 8 to 1. Reassuring bulletins came to 
hand in the evening, and the horse recovered to 
3 to 1. This was the best price laid on the course 
on Saturday, and after touching 2 to 1 iie went 
to the j Hist a firm favorite at 5 to 2. 

Evidently the injury to King Offa's leg — it was 
said to lie a slight strain in the suspensory liga- 
ment of the off foreleg above the fetlock — was not 
as serious as well-spread rumor made it. 

King Of fa was in the first six or seven going out 
of the straight, hut a little farther on lie struck 
trouble, and fell hack, until six furlongs from home 
he hail only two horses behind him. From there on 
he nut in one of the most brilliant winning efforts 
ever seen in Melbourne. Getting a clear passage, 
the favorite came along the rail until at the home 
turn he was lying in third position. Here he had 
to go on the outside of a few horses, but at the 
distance he had the measure of Wolaroi, which 
had come into the straight at the head of affairs. 

With F. Bullock sitting still on him. King Offa 
passed the post with an advantage of three-quarters 
of 11 length. Then the cheering began. Horse and 
rider were greeted with a loud outburst of applause, 
and the victory was a most popular one. 

King Offa was saved for a coup, which was 
brought off. Before his Cup victory the colt had 
run four races, one a moderate placing. He cost 
his owners $1,000 in England as a two-year-old, 
but was never raeed in England. 

It is estimated that the success of King Offa 
distributed fully $250,000 among hackers of the 
horse. One early bet laid against King Offa was 
$10,000 to $200. A lot of money won on the horse 
went to Sydney liettors. 

Lionel Robinson and William Clark, joint owners 
of King Offa. the Caulfield Cup winner, are now 
residing in England, and an* members of the 
Iiondon Stock Exchange. Robinson is also the owner 
of the first-class English two-year-old Stefan the 
Great, by The Tetrarch — Perfect Peach, winner of 
this year’s Middle I’ark Plate and $18,125. 

RECORD SMASHING AT RANDWICK. 

There was smashing racing October 5-9 at Rand- 
wick. Octolier 5 was the oi>ening day of the Aus- 
tralian Jockey Club meeting. There was an at- 
tendance of lUMMMl. and in the way of Australasia!! 
records three new ones were made — Cctigne, 2:04% 
for a mile and a quarter; Poitrel. 2:31 for a mile 
and a half, and I/inl Xagar, 3:4044 for two miles 
over hurdles. Baltic Sea equaled the track record 
of 1:26 for seven -eighths. 

Lord Xagar has more pace than the average 
hurdler, and. with the assistance of a strong wind 
for about a mile and a quarter of the journey, 
did ids record two miles. Lord Nagar was first 
schooled for jumping less than six months ago, 
and won the Trial Hurdles at Fleniingtoii last July. 

J. Finn trains him for the Kajali of Pudukota, an 
Indian potentate. Lord Nagar was the 3 to 1 
favorite. 

Cetigne made his new record, 2:04% for the mile 
and a quarter October 9, in the Craven Plate with 
$10,000 added. He beat Wolaroi a head. Estland — 
the Randwick Plate winner — another head away, 
after a grand race. Desert Gold was fourth, still 
a head farther hack. Desert Gold was again the 
favorite at 2 to 5. Cetigne was 12 to 1. Wolaroi 
4% to 1 and Estland 33 to 1. Cetigne is now one 
of the great winners in Australia. He cost T. A. 
Stirton. his owner, $10,000 in 1917. Cetigne’s total 
for sixteen wins, fourteen seconds and five thirds 
is $113,535. which places him second in the list. 
Carbine still being ail easv first with $147,380. 

The time was remarkable, hut conditions were 
favorable, and though it is not believed that Desert 
Gold lias deteriorated to the extent that some fol- 
lowers of racing would have us believe, it is 
questionable whether she is quite as good as last 
autumn. In support of this contention — and leaving 
time out of the question — it can lie poined out that 
Poitrel was equal to beating her at a mile and a 
half, and three horses finished slightly ahead of 
her at a mile and a quarter. When she was pre- 
viously here Cetigne was unable to seriously trouble 
her at nine furlongs prior to that race, nor at 
eight when tliev met at Randwick a few weeks 
later. As Desert Gold has turned six, a slight loss 
of form must almost bo expected. The Spring 
Stakes was Desert Gold’s forty-eighth race, and the 
first time she had missed a place. 

Poitrel’s record was made under 126 pounds in 
the Spring Stakes. $7,500 added. He beat Desert 
Gold. 127 iKiunds. by a short head with the Metro- 
isditan winner. Kennaquhair. two lengths hack of 
the gallant mare, which was an odds-on favorite at 
1 to 4. Poitrel was 25 to 1 in the betting. 

NOTABLE RACE HORSE RETIRED. 

Old Cagou. one of the favorites among racing 
folks, has been retired for good and goes to loo - 
woornba. Queensland, to lie used as a sire. He is 
nine years old. by Ayr Laddie — Tartar, and winner 
of the Brisbane Cup and Metroisilitan Handicap. 
Before Poitrel’s new record of 2:31 for one aiul 
one-half miles. Cagou. with Comedy King, held the 
Australian record of 2:31%, made eight years ago 
at Randwick. He lias earned some $32.0110 during 
his racing term. 

K. I-ewis had Ids nineteenth Caulfield Cup mouut 
when he rode Ash view October 16. He won on 
Shepherd King in 1916 and was third on Ballistite 
(18991. Emir H904I. and Cyklou (19151. 

T. H. Lowry received recent news from New 
Zealand tliut Aurarius had foaled a bay sister to 
Desert Gold. An Australian foaling of note is a 
sister to Biplane, and at Arrowfield of a brother 
to Radnor. 

At Tattersall’s Club in Sydney rei-ently an appeal 
forsubscriptious to the war loan resulted in over 
$415,000 being raised, and at City Tattersall’s on 
Monday lust $126,300. In each case the principal 
subscribers were bookmakers. 

It is calculated that in New Zealand during the 
twist season the racing clubs paid $900,000 in taxa- 
tion to the government, and that donations for pa- 
triotic purposes since the commencement of the 
war had exceeded $500,000 and subscriptions to 
war loans $250,000.

Kv„ before proceeding to New 
Orleans, where he will send the fields away at the 
Fair Grounds. Frank J. Brnen. Manager Hnch- 
meister’s assistant, will depart next week for Ha- 
vana. where he fills the position of auditor at 
Oriontal Park. Eugene Elrod, manager of the pari- 
mutuels dpeartnient. will remain hereabouts for a 
time. John B. McLaughlin, who suiiervises the 
operation of the mutuels for the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, has gone to his home at Lex- 
ington to remain until the opening of the Fair 
Grounds meeting at New Orleans. 

There was much ac-tivitv at Latonia Fridav.

Moody goes through 
with the train as the speeial representative of the 
Cuba -American Jockey Club. The shipment was 
one of. the most extensive ever moved from Ken- 
tucky, embracing some two hundred horses owned 
by the following:

AUSTRALIAN RACING GOSSIP.

Grace Darling and Shepherd King each won 
the Caulfield Clip and ran second in the Mellioiiriie 
Cup. and Dewey and Uncle Sam. with a first in one 
and a third in the other, did best of the remaining 
horses which competed in both races. Poseidon was 
a three-year-old when he won both races, and 
another of that age in Waterfall was first in the 
Caulfield Cup and fourth in the Melbourne Cup. 

The grass track known- at Randwick as “the 
magpie” was dressed some time ago with sand, and 
is to he further coated in that fashion after the 
grass has grown through. The idea is to make it a 
wet weather track, as Randwick has always been 
somewhat short of those, the only one available for 
fast work after fairly heavy rain being that known 
as "the cinders,” though it is really a sand track. 

There were 151 starters for the ten races at 
Canterbury Park October 26 close to a record for 
a suburban horse meeting in Sydney.

CUBA’S BEST RACING YEAR 



Coming Meeting Expected to Sur- 
pass All Previous Ones. 



Opening Day Sunday, December 
8 — Racing Every Day 
Except Monday. 



Cincinnati. ().. November 30.— After having seen 
the big shipment of horses from Kentucky safely 
on the way to Cuba, which was the special object 
of his trip west. General Manager H. D. Brown 
departed today for Havana to complete the final 
arrangements for an auspicious opening of the 
winter season of racing in Cuba. Before departing 
he announced that the (late for the opening of the 
meeting of one hundred or more days at beautiful 
Oriental Park, which had been set for Saturday. 
December 7. had been changed to Sunday. December 
8 . This change was determined upon by Manager 
Brown because it developed that the date previously 
set for the opening is a day of mourning in Cuba 
in memory of General Maeeo. the national hero. 
While the occasion corresponds somewhat to Memo- 
rial Day in the United States, the Cubans take the 
day much more seriously. 

Mr. Brown left here quite enthusiastic over the 
prospects for decidedly the best season of racing in 
Cuba since he and his associates in the Cnba- 
American Jockey Club established racing on its 
present basis at Oriental Park in 1915. Both from 
the standpoint of numbers and quality the ship- 
ments of horses from this country which have gone 
forward to Cuba this fall have broken all records 
and foreshadow a season of exceptional brilliancy 
at the Cuban tracks. More than three hundred 
horses, including not a few of handicap caliber, 
have been shipped from eastern racing points. Among 
the two hundred or so that comprised the big ship- 
ment from here are many that have lieen making 
turf history on Kentucky tracks all season, includ- 
ing a smart sprinkling of the better sort. The gen- 
eral average of tin* shipments from both east and 
west is far above even the good showing of last 
year, when a new record was set in this important 
respect. 

Something like one hundred horses summered at 
the Cuban track and are in training for the ap- 
proaching meeting, which will give Racing Secre- 
tary Martin Nathanson a total of more than six 
hundred horses with which to carry out his program 
for high-class winter racing. This is materially 
more than he has had to work witli in previous 
years. Last winter’s successful meeting was car- 
ried through with something like five hundred 
horses available. 

The success of last year’s meeting at the Cuban 
track was due almost entirely to the generons 
manner in which the sjiort -loving people of Havana 
anil vicinity supported it. There were few tourists 
in Havana last winter on account of war time re- 
strictions. With the war at an end. these restric- 
tions are being relaxed and a big movement of 
tourists to Cuba is looked for this winter. When 
Mr. Brown was in Washington recently, lie learned 
that it is the intention of the authorities to relax 
the passport restrictions to such an extent within 
the next few weeks that tourists and others desirous 
of visiting Culm for purposes of recreation or 
pleasure can easily obtain the necessary permission. 

The Cubans are keen fur racing, and reports from 
the Cuban capital are to the effect that the open- 
ing of the season is lieing eagerly looked forward 
to. It is naturally to be expected that the Cuban 
patronage of the sport will increase, as it has with 
each passing year since the track was oiiened. 
So Manager Brown has good grounds for the opti- 
mism with which lie is looking forward to the 
season about to open. 

MEETING TO RUN TO APRIL 1 OR LATER. 

Racing will go on at the Cuban track six days 
each week from the opening of the season as the 
regular program. Monday will lie the idle day. ex- 
cept that during the holiday season there will bo 
racing every day in the week, including Monday. 
This means that the one hundred days announced 
as the minimum for the meeting will not expire 
until April 1. 

Food conditions are much better in Cuba this 
year than was the case last winter, when so many 
restrictions were being enforced by the United 
States government. These restrictions are gradually 
being lifted or relaxed and American visitors to 
Cuba will fare much better as a consequence. The 
Cuba -American Jockey Club has recently obtained a 
license to exjiort to Cuba some $10,000 worth of 
food and provisions, to be used in its restaurant 
at the track and in the clubhouse. A New York 
restaurateur famous for his beefsteak dinners lias 
been engaged to conduct the restaurant for the 
association. 

Manager Brown announced the appointment of 
Willie Kerryhart as manager of the bookmaking 
ring, in succession to the late Oscar Holder. Tin- 
betting ring will hi- conducted on precisely the sane- 
lilies as last year, with tlie tiookmakcrx anil the 
niutiiels both in operation. Tlie tionkin.-ikiiig is 
conducted with the big slates and tlie facilities for 
pari-mutuel betting have been doubled since last 
year. 

The rainy season is now over in Cuba and an ex- 
tended |H-riod of fast track racing is anticipated. 
Usually there is little muddy trick racing in Culm. 
When Manager Brown made a flying trip to Ha- 
vana recently lie found Oriental I’ark looking ex- 
ceptionally well, with plans for tin- further iH-aiiti- 
fication of the grounds nearing completion. Part 
of the infield space has been devoted to a truck 
garden, with the idea of furnishing strictly fresh 
Vegeta Ides for the clnblionse and restaurant. 

Just la-fore leaving for the east Mr. Brown pur 
1 -hased two fine yearlings from Samuel Boss of 
Washington for the account of Tolon & Fernandez, 
a prominent Cuban breeding anil racing concern. 
They are Ford, a hay colt by Aeronaut— Bettie 
Bouncer, and Gray Rump, bay colt bv Aeronaut — 
Bonitas. On arrival in Cuba they will he turned 
over to W. A. Carter, who has been engaged as 
trainer for this Cuban concern. 

Mrs. L. A. Livingston is planning to spend part of 
the winter at Havana. Eugene Leigh has ship|ied 
a dozen of his well-bred yearlings to Oriental Park, 
together with sixteen other horses, and Mrs. Liv- 
ingston will make the trip to Cuba to see them 
race when the “baby” racing begins at Oriental 
Park with tlie o|iening of the new year. 

John Sanford, noted eastern breeder and racing

WIDENER FRENCH STABLE TO STAY 

New York. November 30. — That Mr. Joseph E. 
Widener will retain his extensive breeding aud 
racing establishment in France can lie gleaned from 
the fact that just prior to the hostilities ceasing 
in France lie had ordered a dozen or more of liis 
racing stock shipped to this country . They had 
already been transferred to Havre for shipment 
when the armistice was signed. AVord was imme- 
diately sent to the man in charge, Mr. Welch, a 
cousin of Tom Welch, Mr. Wideuer’s trainer, to 
take them all back to Mr. W idener s French farm. 
This act indicates that the A\ idener colors will be 
seen on both sitlos of tho Atlantic the coming 
year. That there will »h» racing in trance next year 
is assured from the fact that conditions for one 
of the richest French stakes will probably be ad- 
vertised in the Racing Calendar in its next issue. 
Speaking of the American and trench racing situa* 
tion, Tom Welch says there is no question that 
Mr. Joseph Widener will have a string of racers 
in botli countries. “I have aljout twenty of his 
horses in winter quarters here, said Mr. AAelcli. 
“aud these will surely be raced here. I don’t tlnuk 
there will be auvtliiug shipped from this country 
to augment Mr. AVideuer’s F’rencli stable and I feel 
sure there will be little or uo change iu the plans 
already made for next year in tins country. I may 
go back there iu a couple of years from now, but 
not before. I don’t know that I care to go back 
to 1’ ranee now that 1 have located again in this 
country.”

MARE THRIVE D WITH WOODEN LEG 

F. W. Allen, a well-known Australian breeder, 
tells the .story of a wooden-legged horse. He de- 
clares that a thoroughbred mare uamed Jewess, 
which raced in Australia as far back as 1856, fell 



iu one of her races and broke her leg. According 
to Mr. Allen the break was just below the knee, and 
her owner and his friends straightaway treated her, 
and filially fitted her with a wooden stump. Mr. 
Allen states for some time afterward he remem- 
bered the mare iu the yard of one of Adelaide’s 
chief hotels, where she was iu charge of a special 
boy. She seemed healthy and strong and hobbled 
almut in great style with her wooden leg. Au effort 
was made to breed from her. but Mr. Allen has no 
records in this respect. A couple of other old- 
timers have vouched for the statement that the 
mare witli the wooden leg lived for many years, and 
was quite an attraction at the Napoleon Bonaparte 
Hotel, where she was quartered. One of them goes 
so far as to state that she had a foal, but there 
is 110 confirmation of this in the stud book. 



SUGGESTS EXAMINATION OF TRAINERS 



New York, November 30. — At the Waldorf round 
table a few days ago the subject of competent train- 
ers of horses was brought up. The fact that quite a 
number of men hold licenses as trainers who could 
not pass an examination is well known. This it was 
asserted is responsible for some of the inconsistency 
in the running of horses. “The system of granting li- 
censes by qualification should be instituted,” said 
one of the crowd who is a practical horseman. “Men 
should be made to pass an examination before a 
license could be issued to them. As it is now 
anybody can get a license if lie can get some of 
bis neighbors to sign an application. I11 practically 
all professions men have to graduate and show a 
certain amount of knowledge before being granted 
a diploma. This method should apply to applicants 
for a trainer’s license. As it is now any barber can 
get a trainer’s license if he has friends enough to 
back him up. It is a subject that might well be 
discussed for the welfare of the sport.”

For hurdle races — From January 1 to August 31. 
inclusive, three years. 135 pounds; four years, 142 
pounds; five years, 152 pounds; six years and over, 
156 pounds. From September 1 to December 31, in 
elusive, three years, 142 pounds; fonr years, 155 
pounds; five years and over. 161 pounds. In race* 
exclusively for tliree-year-olds, the weight shall be 
145 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely in the conditions, 
mares shall be allowed five pounds before Septem 
ber 1, and three pounds afterward. 

For races on tlie flat under Hunt Club auspices, 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Club 
shall govern and in respect of such races welter 
weights shall be 28 pounds above the weight for 
age. 

In the west the weights specified by the Western 
Jockey Club and the American Turf Association are 
identical and are as follows: 
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THE JOCKEY CLUB. 

In races of intermediate lengths, the weights for 
the shorter distance shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for three-year-olds, or four- 
year-olds. the weight shall be 126 pouuds, and for 
two-year-olds, 122 pounds.

KENTUCKY STATE RACING COMMISSION. 

In races of intermediate lengths, the weights for 
tlie shorter distance shall be curried.

In races exclusively for tliree-year-olds, 122 
pounds shall lie carried. 

in heat races there shall lie an allowance of five 
Iiounds from the scale of weights. 

Except in handicaps, fillies two years old . and 
geldings of all ages shall be allowed three pounds. 

Fillies and inures tlireH years old and upward 
shall be allowed five pounus before September 1 and 
three iiounds thereafter. 



The rules of the Canadian Racing Associations 
governing steeplechases and hurdle races provide 
that no horse shall be permitted to start in any 
steeplechase or hurdle raee carrying less than 130 
imunds. When a scale of weights for age is not 
fixed by the regulations of any course or by the 
conditions of a meeting or race the following scale 
shall govern: 

For steeplechases and hurdle races less than three 
miles, from January 1 to July 31, inclusive, four 
years, 145 pounds; five years, 150 pounds; six years 
and over, 166 pounds.

For steeplechases of three miles and over, Janu- 
ary 1 to August 31, inclusive, four years, 138 
Iiounds; five years, 157 pounds; six years' and over, 
160 pounds. From September 1 to December 31 
inclusive, four years. 149 imunds; five years, 161 
pounds; six years and over, 166 pounds. 

Except in handicaps nnd in all races where tlie 
conditions expressly state to tlie contrary, mares 
shall be allowed five pounds before the first of 
September, and tliree pouuds thereafter. Gelding* 
allowed three pounds. 



GIANT PERCH IN NORTHERN CANADA 

Martens Falls is a post, situated thirty miles up 
the Albany River and the Indians living there are 
the Ojibways. There are not many of them and 
they spend their days in hunting and fishing. 1 
am in charge of the post, and for diversion do a 
little fishing and hunting. On m.v last fishing 
adventure on the 24tli of June of tiiis year 1 had 
set a sturgeon line, for Martens Falls, is a good 
place for sturgeon, and every year we catch quite 
a number, big nnd small. The one 1 took recently 
was certainly a fine one. his weight being forty - 
two pounds, his lc'ngth sixty-one inches and cir- 
cumference twenty-eight inches. This sturgeon 
broke a hook two and one-half inches cast from 
my line. This morning I caught a iiercli twenty- 
six inches in length, and not long ago I had perches 
of eleven and twelve )iouuds, white fish of two and 
three pounds. We have many fish at this place 
and a good assortment. 



PLENTY OF MOOSE IN ONTARIO 

A typical hunter’s tale of the northern woods, 
filled with moose and the howling of wolves, and 
the tracks of the bear, of lakes covered with ducks 
and geese, is told l«y two parties from Akron, O., 
who recently returned from Ontario after a month’s 
hunt. One party was made up of L. G. Schiller 
an 1 Otis Serris. The other was made up of A. M. 
George. Byarder Bariler and Louis Seliumaker. Both 
parties went to the northern woods about the same 
time, the last days of September, and both parties 
have sent moose heads to the taxidermist to prove 
their marksmanship. Mr. Schiller nuts that game 
was more plentiful this year than lie had ever seen 
it. although he had been at the same camp each 
year for the past seven years, on tlie whole trip 
lie said lie saw forty-one moose. The two largest 
moose shot by the parties had a 55 '.. inch spread. 
26 points and a 16- inch web; tlie other had a spread 
of 41V.' inches, 20 points and a 13- inch web. 

GREAT AUSTRALIAN FISH CATCHES 

In October the trawler Brolga was most 
successful in cruising over the home grounds off 
Botany. Australia. In one trip, during which the 
actual' time spent in fishing was seventy-six hours 
over 59.000 pounds of fish were secured. A shorter 
cruise produced 39. IKK) pounds. Large flatlieud. bar- 
racotlta, gurnard and skate, and some good snapiier, 
formed tlie main portion of the hauls. Snapper, 
however, are more likely to lie obtained on tin* 
grounds north of tlie Manning River, where ex- 
ploratory work will In* carried out early next 
year. ThF' fish were tai^yii in front thirty-eight to 
forty fathoms. Inside of tile flathead were a num- 
ber of small fish about three inches long, which 
appear to be suited for canning. 
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THREE COLORADO BEARS BAGGED 



A Profitable Chase in the Hunting Grounds 
of Mount Wilson. 



In tlie fall of 1910 my brother Henry and I de- 
termined to see something of life in the far west. 
Accordingly, in the latter part of September of 
that year, we packed a suit case with a few extra 
clothes, and. carrying an old single shot .25-20 we 
shook the dust of Kansas from our heels. After 
three days on the train, we finally landed at a 
little town in southwestern Colorado, where a 
cousin of ours then lived. This cousin. Ben liy 
name, was a rancher, and we agreed to help him 
stack his liny if he would accompany us with his 
team and wagon oil a hunting trip to the moun- 
tains. 

After a few da ; vs of preparation, in which a 
new high-power rifle was bought and two days 
on tlie rond were consumed, we found ourselves en- 
camped in a little park well up to the top of the 
ridge which connects Mount Wilson with the Dolores 
Mountains. I shall not soon forget that camping 
ground. Probably three acres were included in this 
park, the whole of it covered over with knee-high 
hunch grass, and during our stay at this place our 
horses wore literally “in clover.’’ The land here 
faced the sunrise. At the south side of the park a 
mountain stream of running ice water indicated 
the point at which to pitch our tent. We could 
look down below ns on the valley floored with 
aspens, with liere and there a stately, dark colored 
spruce. High up. on the sides of the valley, the 
spruce replaced the aspens entirely. Other little 
parks similar to the one in which we were located 
dotted tlie landscape and in some of these cattle 
were grazing. The nights were crisp and had left 
a rod and golden tint on the aspen leaves and the 
smell of pine was in the air. 

Late in the afternoon of the fourth day out the 
sky began to grow hazy. Some of the distant 
peaks were no longer visible, and the branches of 
the pines grew restless. Our tent was under cover 
of a huge Engleman spruce and some fifteen feet 
farther in the timber we kept our camp fire burn- 
ing. I remember, as we lay out by the fire that 
evening, how strangely the melancholy hooting of 
the great horned owl affected me. 

A few of the smaller birds were calling to each 
other in the darkness and the night prowling covote 
was adding his yip-yaps to this nightly oratorio; 
but there is nothing sorrowful in the voice of the 
coyote; instead, the impression which the average 
man receives prompts him to go after this sneak 
thief with cold lead. Over on the other side of the 
valley a range rider had hobbled out his horses to 
graze and a softly tinkling Swiss bell was tied to 
tlie neck oj one. 

DISCOMFORTS OF THE CHASE. 

Toward midnight rain began to fall and this soon 
changed to snow, which, before morning, had reach- 
ed a depth of seven or eight inches. Snow fell in 
small quantities most of the forenoon and the clouds 
at that altitude were quite heavy. In the afternoon 
Ben and I struck out to see if we could locate any 
game signs for the morrow; but, aside from shoot- 
ing enough blue grouse to last us several days, our 
trip availed us nothing — worse than nothing, for, 
being somewhat of a tenderfoot, 1 had failed to pro- 
vide myself with proper footwear. The snow being 
wet and heavy, m.v feet got thoroughly soaked, 
which resulted in a case of bronchitis that kept me 
out of the hunt on the following day. 

Henry and Ben left camp on foot about nine the 
next morning with the firm resolution that they 
were not coming back without some big game. 
About noon that day, high upon the side of Mount 
Wilson, they came across the tracks of a good- 
sized bear, judging from the dimensions of the 
imprints left in the snow. But the trail was old 
and parti} - filled with snow, and the boys were 
following it half-heartedly, when, on ' coming 
around from behind a ledge of rock, they beheld 
three fresh trails — one quite large and the other 
two lunch below the nvernge size. These trails 
followed tlie partly obliterated one for some dist- 
ance and then struck off. up toward timber line. 
Soon after reaching this point the bears began to 
feed, as was evidenced by little diggings io the 
earth liere and there — the food in quest being tlie 
root of a plant similar in appearance to the Indian 
turnip of the east; and. judging from the amount 
of dirt moved, they must have had a pretty hearty 
meal. From appearances, these plantigrades used 
their noses to good advantage, rooting ns well ns 
digging with their claws. Henry sain it reminded 
him much of the work of hogs in ■» iw>t«to 

After following the tracks for tliree hours, our 
huntsmen came to a little open space and here the 
trails began to converge and lead more directly up 
the slope, as if the animals had a better formed 
idea as to where they were going. At the upper 
side of this open space was an almost wall-like 
cliff, up which the tracks led; and above this was 
a small mesa covered sparsely with tall spruce. 

It was now just about sundown. The boys had 
reached the top of the cliff and were starting to 
across the mesa, when woof! woof! — a sound some- 
what related to that of a startled hog — and there, 
not over sixty yards in front of them, were three 
surprised bears— an old female and two well grown 
cubs. It is hard to say which were the more sur- 
prised. the pursuers or the pursued. Henry was 
carrying a .32 Special and Ben had another gun 
of similar power, which, when lie tried to throw a 
shell into the barrel, became hopelessly jammed. 
The old bear was coming to attention on her hind 
legs, apparently to investigate tilings, and Ben 
was madly petitioning Henry to “hold on a hit.” 
when the latter took quick aim at the region under 
which lie supposed the heart lay. and later in- 
vestigation proved that the bullet had passed with- 
in a half inch of that organ. At tlie crack of the 
gun the animal dropped on all fours and started 
iu the direction of the boys, when Henry took a 
second shot. About midway between the hunters 
and the ]iosition first occupied by the bears was 
a fallen tree, the trunk being perhaps three feet 
high. Tlie game old creature tried to leap this ob- 
struction. but the effort cost her too highly and 
she sank to the ground — an apparently inanimate 
mass. When Henry reached her she was quite 
dead. 

TWO BEAR CUBS ARE BAGGED. 

At tlie first indication of trouble the two cubs 
shinned up a tall spruce and. although the boys 
were quite busy at the time, they could not help 
but marvel at tlie agility of these clumsy looking 
animals when it came to tree climbing. Willi a 
high power gun tlie cubs were soon brought down 
from their lofty perch. 

It goes without saying that the lads were quite 
jubilant over results in general. An old hunter 
here in the mountains informs me that he lias 
never yet come upon a live hear without the aid of 
dogs. He lias surprised them on different occa- 
sions, but. tlie bear always got the first look and 
was away before lie could more than catch a 
glimpse of it. An animal half the size of a cow 
and clumsy in appearance, yet making its getaway 
through thick brush before you can get a shot at it’ 

Two of tlie* tienrs (the old one and the young 
female) were brown, while the young male was 
glossy black. I have found since that the tw > 
colors here represented were no oddity at all. and 
that stranger cases than this occur, as when a black 
cub and cinnamon one are offspring of the sam • 
brown female. 

While all this was transpiring I was at camp 
heaping wood onto the fire and trying to keen 
warm. Toward evening I began to look for the 
return of the boys. I believed they must have had 
some degree of success, else they would not have 
stayed out all day without food.- Darkness came 
and went, still they did not return. I was beginning 
to think that some accident had occurred, when to 
m.v relief I saw Henry dragging himself up the 
hillside with Ben about 300 yards In bis wake 
This was 10 o’clock the next day. 

As it happened, both boys had left camp the 
previous morning without marches. Darkness coui- 
ing on just after killing, they decided it would 
not lie safe lo try to reach camp that night. There- 
npon they collected their game, threw it down over 
the cliff and under shelter of a big balsam s-il 
it out till daylight. 

Now 1 have lwen classed as a follower of Ananias 
by several to whom I have related this little adven 
tare. They say such luck as this doesn't happen 
to greenhorns. If I hadn’t lieen present to see 
for myself. 1 too might lie a little skeptical. ,:s 
I’ve lieen ill bear country more or less for the las* 
six years and have followed a number of trails ia 
that time, yet personally l have never run across 
three liears that were polite enough to . tarry until 
all three of them were shot, as is amply proven 
by the aeconipanying snap shot of our camp the 
day after the hunters’ return. — D. C. Hyatt in 
Sports Afield.

NOVA SCOTIA SWORDFISHING 

Harpooning Sea Monsters in North- 
ern Canada Waters. 



Sport Foil of Grrat Perils and 
Calls for Much Courage and 
Alert Skill. 



It was a time of vivid life along the waterside. 
The bright sun of an early August Saturday after- 
uoon blazed on an unaccustomed scene of industry. 
Graceful black boats banded with yellow edgi 
agaiust the wharves in ones and twos and threes. 
Terrific hammering was going on. and the forest 
of masts swanucd with men swung from “tayk’e.” 
hummer or paint-pot in hand. Grave eon. laves i f 
sweatered fishermen compared bits of wood and 
lieut iron and looked appraisingly aloft : and tlier" 
was much talk of “floats” and “crosstrees,” 
“chairs” and harpoons.” 

Gum, Nova Scotia, was making ready for the 
fall hunting season. 

I town under the edge of the wharf — it was lo.’ 
tide — the Petawawa, the largest boat of the flee', 
was receiving her finishing touches. The deck 
had been cleared of litter of outfit; the skipper 
lounged lazily before the wheel — that it was a 
wheel and not a tiller proved the dignity of the 
boat — languidly dabbing at it with a drab paint- 
brash. An old man. too ancient for the frivolity 
of mere sport, was endlessly dipping a pail over the 
side and emptying it into tiny holes in the head* * 
of a row of small casks along the deck, which, 
when airtight, would serve as floats. The crowd 
that wasn’t busy with heels kicking indolently 
over the edge of the wharf was thrown down tit- 
bits of raillery at him. 

All work was sport to them just then, greatest 
fun of the year, the season which was lo turn mer - 
existence into real life, and which they entered 
upon with an enthusiasm uncommon lo their na- 
tures, was about to la-gin. The sword-fish wer 
coining! Someone “up on the western” iiad brought 
in two. the Halifax papers said. This meant that 
the fish would be along the "eastern” iu a day 

or two. And then 1 On Monday they woo’d 

sweep merrily out of the harbor to hunt the big game 
of the sea — the sword-fish. 

1’p against the sky reared a horde of straight 
lines, tlieir tops intersected by other shorter lines. 
The erosstress were in plaee — two. and 'often three, 
to a mainmast — the weather determining which 
might lie used by the look-out men. In the pitching 
of the next week or two the look-out who riske . 
the iipiicr cross trees was inviting destruction for 
himself and the l«oat. Even wire rope stays hav. 
their limits! 

One of the hard and fast rules of the eodfishor 
man is rest on Sunday. To be sure, tiie Petawawa 
put out with a gay party across the straits fot 
Petit du Grat, but there was nothing resembling 
work in that. And on Monday morning early the 
migration liegan. Mest of the lioats’ crews had 
gone to sleep on Sunday night under the convietio • 
that the chances were quite as good immediately 
off shore or, at most, on a short run eastward 
Mover. But the reports on "the western” were tro 
much for them. Before daylight on Monday morn 
ing the whole fleet started eagerly for the western, 
where they knew the sword-fish to Is*. The tale 
of an American sword -fisherman that had drifted 
into harbor on Sunday night — its bowsprit longer 
than many a local mast, its crosstrees looking 
snobbishly over the highest peak in the harbor - 
brought reflections. Eight sword-fish on the west ■ 
ern! Then the western it must be. 

IN BONNIE B. TO ISLANDS. 

That was why. in sullen disappointment, I kicked 
my heels against a nun ring post on Monday morning 
and thought harsh things of the vacillation of cod 
fisherman in general. 

The only relief tiiat day was a run to the outer 
islands on the Bonnie 15. for the additional ballast 
necessary to steady the boat for swordfishing. 
On Tuesday, unexpectedly, I broke into the game. 

Two of the officers in charge of the troops pro- 
tecting the cables put off from Mover Wliarf for 
the outside lighthouse. No one was thinking cl 
— -*<i -«•■», m-r mwii the owner of the boat. But 
we had scarcely struck the oiien when one of tli 
crew gave a half smothered exclamation and darted 
for the bow. In an instant he had seized a har- 
|mon, without attention to the course of its rope 
attachment to the float, and had driven it into *!i 
water from the deck. There was the hiss of a 
rushing rope, and suddenly a cask, close beside one 
of the officers, shot a score of feet into the air and 
dropped with a splash over the side. 

The hoy, in his hurry, had not noticed that the 
rope from the harpoon to the float was foul of tlic 
stays. When the wounded sword-fish departed like 
an express train it jerked the float up over the 
stays with the speed of a bullet. Anyone foul ot 
that ro|ie would have gone with it. Fortunately t 
flew free without taking our rigging. As swo-il - 
fishing and military duties are not congenial, tin 
former had to wait until our return, when we pieke-1 
up the float, and at the end of it a sword-fish to i 
fatigued to struggle. The harpoon had merely pene- 
trated a fin. and the (Kiint had come loose on ♦bi- 
other side where it dangled at the end of the rope. 

That night the boats trailed into Ganso from 
the western, only three of them with a catch to 
re|Mirt, and tlieir suc-ess had been along tlieir own 
coast. Then-after tlic waters outside Canso were 
good enough. Next day the tussle would begin in 
earnest. 

Overhead it was an ideal day for sword- fishing— 
a brilliant hot sun that always acts as a soporif:* 
for the hig fish, bringing it to the surface, where it 
rests in dozing enjoyment of the heat, the point o r 
one black fin just cutting the surface. Not only 
are the fish less oil the top on dark days, but 
they are more difficult to see. The two 'men in 
the erosstrees are trained hands who can sjsit 
sword-fish from the peculiar indistinct “slick” 
which they learn to connect with it. Sometimes the 
more definite "slick” of a school of herring acts 
as a guide, for the sword-fish is frequently foun 1 
close by, lazily cutting up his meal. 

We were short handed. Usually the crew consists 
of five— the skipper and his mate, at tile tiller ami 
in the “chair,” two men in the crosstrees and one 
standing free to throw overboard the float wliei -i 
"strike” is made. 

But today, as I -said, we were short handed. A 
run of bad luck with the cod made the crew reluctant 
to risk everything in the chase of the sword-fis'i, 
and three men had been dropped overboard in dorie. 
to trawl, while the skipper, mate ami myself ran 
away off westward in pursuit of the fleet of swor.! 
fishermen we could s*-e darting about iu that di- 
rection. As we drew nearer the attitude of the m- i, 
iu the chairs told us the chase was on, and with aii 
the power of our engine and sails we tore along t« 
join them. As much as my binoculars could bring 
to me my crew had already picked up with the naked 
eye, for they could read every movement of the 
I Mia i s. “Hawes sees one!” shouted the skipper. 

And in a moment, "Frank’s getting ready.” 

KEEN SPORT IN ROUGH WATER. 

I steadied myself in the heaviug roll by winding 
myself around a stay. The sun was blazing down 
with the furious insistence of an early August day. 
and my wide-brimmed hat was discounted by the 
dazzling reflection from the water. The bow of 
our craft tossed madly toward the sky and cut off 
everything ahead; then it dropped in a sickening 
manner straight into the waistline of an oncoming 
wave. Out in the chair, however, the mate rested 
carelessly on the iron railing, and every now and 
then a wave slapped his feet. It was dare-devil 
recklessness to me. 

The skipper, an Irishman who must have brought 
his own roots and soil with him when transplanted, 
bad just delivered himself of a bit of local color 
about a man who “didn't zackly stutter; he sort 
o’ hung fire.” when the mate shouted. I never 
heard the end of the story. With one baud on the 
rope and the other on the tiller tin- skipper swung 
the boat off to port in answer to the mate’s lioiut- 
ii:g hand, and diagonally across the waves we made 
straight into the teeth of another boat bearing 
madly down upon us, its look-out men waving fran- 
tically toward a tiny black spot ahead that rose 
and disappeared ill the swell. The other boat 
reached it first, and the harpoon sank swiftly. Bu’ 
it went to the full length of the harpoon-man’s arm 
and came back with the spear still in place. He 
had missed. A jeering laugh broke from our skip- 
per’s lips as he swung shandy off to avoid -in 
imminent bowsprit. 

And then the struggle began. Round and round 
the two boats tore, rushing straight into each other’s 
faces until one yielded and swung away. Handi- 
capped as we were by liaviug no look-out men. we 
pursued the chase under a disadvantage, our har- 
poon man catching only fleeting glimpses of the 
thin black fin above the waves. Bisgusted, he 
scrambled back over the bowsprit from the chair, 
leaving his bar|ioon losely fastened, and pulled 
himself aloft the crosstrees. The difference was 
immediately apparent, but what we could do without 
a harpoon man was beyond my imagination. 

The half hour that followed was fuller of hair- 
raising jockeying and twisting and curveting and 
wing 




dulge in. So far os I could see there were no laws 
of navigation there — only a sheer daring and reck- 
lessness. The capture of that fish meant more than 
a mere fifteen dollars, it meant success and the 
defeat of a rival. We had the advantage of .power 
and could turn more quickly and point up closer 
into the wind, and wc certainly “bluffed” them 
oftener than they did us. But the way they hung 
out ahead of us until our chair actually clicked 
on tlieir*— our sides rubbed once us we both swu.ig 
over — was sheer, deliberate madness — to me. 1 
wanted to say liarsh things to that sobor-face.l 
skipjtcr. who alternately glanced at his look-outs 
and at our bowsprit. Aud yet everyone seemed tj 
take it so coolly that I began to think it was a 
put-up game on me. the tenderfoot. Once, after 
I had wondered swiftly where was the best place 
to jump. I looked angrily back at our skipper— 
and received a solemn wink. 

Now and then a black fin poked through the water, 
alwavs to the side, and the two of us are toward 
it. From aloft the mate hurled down: “Off a 

little!” “Bring her round!” “Steady!” And the til- 
ler responded instantly. As we crept nearer the 
fish a motion of the look-out’s arm was sufficient. 

I was standing in the bow. frantically banging 
to a wire stay, wondering how long a stove- in 
fishing lioat would float, when a rushing whizz 
swept over my head and something flashed past 
me. That blamed fool boat must have come right 
on board us, I thought. But it was only the mate. 
In that awful sea he had slid from the crosstrec- 
down a tiny wire jibstay to the end of the bow- 
sprit. and was already standing with harpoon 
poised ! 

HARPOON HOME AND FISH GOING. 

The other boat saw him and shouted to disturb 
his aim. but the man who could take that jibsta’ 
was not to be "rattled” by u shout. The har- 
poon went home. I happened to recollect my dull 
and leaiK-d to the float just in time to have it torn 
from my hand straight out of sight beneath the 
water. That sword-fish was already down thirty 
fathoms! I turned and made faces at the other 
boat, which had a full crew of five men. 

In the days that followed I was able to yield 
to the excitement, to laugh tauntingly as we forced 
a rival to give way. and even to encourage the skip- 
|x-r to persist to the edge of safety. The usually 
phlegmatic fisherman quite loses himself in the 
contest. Oaths fly backward and forward; the 
youngest member of the crew freely expresses his 
opinion of the skipper when the fish is missed, 
and the look-out men up there where every move- 
ment is so sensitively felt shower everyone promis- 
cuously with curses. It is all part of swordfishing 
in the delirium of the moment only the little black 
prong above the water is noticed, or the black 
bulk as the boat rushes helplessly past. 

One day four of us were in chase of a big fel- 
lowe estimated by the skipper at 800 pounds — a 
maddening, impudent fish that scorned unnecessary 
movement to esca|ie. At the first call the deck- 
hand was on deck, a scarcely touched cup of tea it; 
Mis hand, and all through the excitement lie rushed 
from side to side, carefully balancing that tin cun 
As the fish sank languidly time after time his oaths 
rolled louder and louder — at fish, at harpoon-man 
at skipper — and his free fist shook as he dancod 
up and down, scarcely spilling a drop, ’[’hen thi 
fish tried a new plan. Instead of sinking as the 
Iniat approached it flicked its tail lazily, and there 
it lay on the surface only a yard or two beyond the 
harpoon- As we tore past the excited deck hand 
suddenly raised his cup and hurled it viciously out. 
It struck tlic astonished fish on the, side with a re- 
sounding smack, and the big fellow darted out of 
sight. 

“I’ve got it! I’ve got it!” yelled the marksman, 
rushing furiously about the deck. 

At first the crew had yelled exultation almost as 
if the harpoon had sunk home, and then, as we came 
aliout, a sheepish smile broke on every face. Tin 
fish was nowhere to be seen. “Put out the dory!” 
yelled the skipper, sarcastically. “Dave’s got 
’im!” 

There are dangers in swordfishing that crop up 
infrequently to remind man of the power of the 
thing he hunts. The “sword,” for instance, is a 
formidable weapon, as capable of puncturing a lio-il 
as of cutting up a school of herring. Not often does 
the sword-fish turn, but when he does forget the 
tearing agony in his back and make for its sotirc 
everything is helpless before him. 

We had speared our tenth fish that day. The 
deck was slimy with gore, and the hold was over 
flowing with black-backed, white-bellied fish that 
in life could have carved our boat into mincemeat. 
The crew was jubilant at the thought of a tor. 
and a half of fish to hand over at two and a half 
cents a pound. Oil our line was another big fellow, 
aud we followed the rushing float, content witl. 
our day’s catch. Presently we came tip with on 
quarry, resting quietly ou the water, and the dorj 
was put off. For another half hour the fish fought, 
now rushing out the line until the float had to lx 
dropped overboard and again yielding tamely until 
only a few fathoms of rope remained in the water. 

We were sailing up and down awaiting the end. 
when a sudden shout of alarm directed every eye 
to the dory. There the two men were, clinging tc 
the sides, and yelling wildly for help. Dimly 1 couli 
see a thin gray line protruding from the middle of 
tiie dory, and on it the fisherman’s terror-stricken 
eyes were fixed, while tiie dory swayed ami surged 
as if ill the grip of a giant. Abrupt quiet cam- 
but tiie gray line remained. When we came up two 
frightened men clambered hastily aboard. That 
gray thing lietween them, coming clean through the 
Ixittom of the boat, was the sword of a sword-fish 
Tiie skipper seized it and it came loose in his hand, 
and immediately the dory liegan to take water fast 
The sword, in the fish’s dying struggle, had broken 
off close to tiie snout. 

They told me of t wo men who had been severely 
wounded in such a manner, anil of a fisherman who 
was forced to dive beneath the dory and knife tiie 
fish to save the lives of himself and his mate. 

And there are other dangers — dangers of the deep 
lieculiar to swordfishing. The look-out men in their 
excitement sometimes forget to keep firm hold, and 
tin- harpoon-man is never free from the menace of 
his position. On a tiny bit of hoard narrower than 
the length of his foot, with a railing around three 
sides of him coming only to his thighs, he must 
stand perhaps for hours, soaring up and down with 
the swells, sometimes half buried tieneath the waves 
and always dependent upon the untrustworthy grip 
of his small platform on a smaller bowsprit. 

One rough day we were almost the only boat out. 
In the piling waves there was little hope for sword- 
fish, but we hung on. One after the other three of 
the crew had come iu from the chair wet to the 
skin, every wave curled up above their knees before 
the boat bore them aloft, and it was getting worse. 
We had turned for home when the look-out reported 
a sword-fish almost straight ahead. As we were 
running nearer the shore the waves tore threaten- 
ingly at the chair, one finally curling completely 
over the occupant. But lie stuck there without a 
word. lmriKKin in hand, leaning heavily on the rail- 
ing to give himself a hold and slinking himself every 
now and then lo throw off the loose water. 

FISHERMAN’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Suddenly, as every eye was searching ahead for 
the sword-fish, there came a splitting crash. Chair 
and man had disappeared from the end of the bow- 
sprit, not a sound coming from the doomed harjioon- 
uian as lie swung over. A sailor, with one tremen- 
dous heave, threw loose a dory, and the others raced 
to the one on the other side. Even as the skippei 
swung off to protect the launching, however, a 
strange, gasping, rumbling roar came over the bow. 

"Keep her steady, blow you! Keep her steady!” 
And up beside the liowsprit came a dripping figure 
— the harpoon-man! 

His escape was a miracle, but simply explained. 
The chair had not broken loose, but had turned 
over ou the rounded bowsprit. The harpoon-man. 
at the first crack, dropped his harpoon and clung 
to the railing. Those few seconds, as he hung 
head downward beneath the roaring waves, lie did 
not like to talk about. But when lie had righted 
himself by the help of the wire stays his only 
danger was tiie dash of the waves aud the weak- 
ness of the splintered bowsprit. 

They laughed about it, did those men of the sea. 
with a wavering little thrill in their merriment 
not to be misunderstood. We were content to 
leave the dory to a boat following behind. 

As August advanced the sword-fish worked east- 
ward along the south coast of Cape Breton. There 
had been a weak of tremendous fishing, a glorious 
time of profit and sport. In two days each mem- 
ber of the crew had earned a hundred and twenty 
dollars, and they were flushed with success. They 
did not worry because that hundred aud twenty 
dollars might have been five hundred dollars a few 
days west toward Boston, but they could not help 
wondering occasionally what they would have done 
with so much money. 

We were running alone off L’Ardoise, far ahead 
of the otli-r boats, when something big and black 
rose languidly to the surface close by. Tiie look- 
out men shouted something, aud swung about and 
headed toward this new fisli, too large for a 
sword-fish, too small for a whale. “Black-fish!” 
announced the harpoou-man, and we bore rapidly 
down on it. 

Carefully the skipper ran alongside; it would have 
been like running on an island to have struck the 
creature, for it was almost as long as the boat. 
The harpoon sank deep into its side, and we sheered 
swiftly away to get beyond its struggles. But the 
big fish no more than wallowed away.* The crew 
were wild with excitement, for a black -fish had 
never been brought in, and '-ere were wild stories 
of its value, in the wall- ting the rope snapped 



FISH IN EAST SIBERIAN RIVERS 

Salmon So Plentiful That Dogs Catch Them as 
They Swim. 

If natural conditions are favorable and if there 
is no interference by man with tiie processes of re- 
production, fish, and especially salmon, tend to 
increase until the rivers into which they run can 
hardly hold them, writes Secretary George Keenan 
of the Victoria Fisheries Protective Association. 
“Some years ago I made a journey of six or seven 
hundred miles on horseback through the peninsula 
of Kamchatka, on the eastern coast of Asia. 

“As I rode northward from Petropavlovsk to the 
head of the Okhotsk Sea in August and September, 
I crossed perhaps a hundred rivers or brooks, run- 
ning either into that sea or into the Pacific Ocean. 
To say that these streams were full of salmon would 
he an understatement. They were literally gorged 
and choked with them. Thousands, if not tens of 
thousands, were coming i n with every tide, and 
were struggling upstream to their soaw’ning places. 
They wen- so plentiful that you could not only take 
from 100 to 1*00 at every haul of a seine but in 
the smaller streams you could wade into the shallow 
water and throw them out with your hands. Twelve 
or fifteen-nound fish might be soon struggling up 
brooks that you could step across where the water 
was hardly deep enough to float them. 

SO PLENTIFUL DOGS CAUGHT THEM. 

Dogs caught them in their mouths — I have seen 
them do it — and even tiie clumsy bear managed to 
secure one when he was hungry, or when he was 
tired of blueberries and wanted a change of diet. 
In September we sometimes rode an hour or two, 
after it began to grow dark, before we could find a 
brook whose water was not so contaminated by the 
dead and decaying bodies of salmon that it was 
unfit for use. Everywhere the natives were catch- 
ing them by the thousand in seines for winter use. 

“All the people of northeastern Siberia, with the 
exception of the reindeer Koraks aud Chuckchee*, 
practically live all the year round oil fresh or dried 
utlinon. And not only that, hut they feed thousands 
of sledge dogs on them. Has the supply ever 
failed? Never within the memory of man. For 
more than a century the people have been taking 
hundreds of tons of salmon out of those Siberian 
rivers every year, and yet the stock remains un- 
diminished. 1 remember one stream in Kamchatka, 
not much bigger than North Itiver and not half as 
big as the Mira, which for more than a hundred 
years has been producing salmon enough to feed 
■i dozen villages of from 200 to 500 people each, 
to say notiiing of two or three thousand sledge 
dogs which live on dried fish the year round. Why 
does this river continue to produce salmon at such 
a rate for a whole century. ? 

"Is it because the Pacific Ocean contained origi- 
nally more than the Atlantic, so that there were 
more to run into the Pacific coast rivers? History 
does not so state. Two centuries ago there were 
just as many in the rivers of Nova Scotia and New 
England. The Merrimac Hiver of Massachusetts 
ind New Hampshire were so filled with them that 
’the salmon nearest the banks were crowded out 
on to the dry land.’ Mi the Connecticut Itiver there 
were so man*- that, as Peters quaintly says in his 
History of Connecticut, ‘No finite being could 
number them.’ As late as 1783 the people of Con- 
necticut derived half tlieir supply of ' food from 
this source, and hired laborers, workiug under con- 
tract. stipulated that they should not be compelled 
to eat salmon more than so many days a week. 

“CrVTLZED” TREATMENT OF FISH. 

“If. therefore, we now have only a few salmon, 
while the northern Asiatics have an abundance, it 
is not because there were more in the Pacific than 
in the Atlantic. It is because civilized man has 
never allowed a sufficient number to reach their 
breeding grounds, while uncivilized man has always 
given them free access to tlieir spawning places and 
lias thus kept up the stock. 

“In both New England and Nova Scotia rivers 
were obstructed by dams, weirs and standing nets 
and the water was polluted by sawdust and the 
waste products of manufactories. In Siberia there 
were none of these things to prevent the fisli from 
getting to their spawning places. The Siberian na- 
tives never used standing nets, either in the streams 
or along the coasts. They caught all they wanted 
by hauling seines in the rivers while the salmon 
were coming in, and during a part of every day and 
the whole of every night the fish were allowed to 
pass unchecked and unhindered. Standing nets, 
wherever placed, work ail the time, while seines or 
rods and lines, are in use only a part of the time, 
ind leave the rivers and the coastal waters unob- 
structed and undisturbed during one-half, at least, 
if every day. 

“By wasteful methods of fishing, and by catching 
as many as possible, regardless of the annual rate 
•>f increase, we have reduced the number of our 
salmon, until, in many of our streams, there are 
none at all, while even in the Margaree there are 
not one-quarter as many as there ought to be. 
What have we done, and what are we doing, to 
remedy this state of things?” 
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SALMON OF THE PACIFIC COAST 



All species of salmon die after spawning. The 
young salmon go out into the Pacific Ocean as soon 
is they get to lie a few inches long. No one knows 
.vhere they go to, lint at the eml of four years 
they return to the streams where they were born, 
ind spawn and die. 

At spawning time the male and female work to- 
gether and root out holes in the gravel on the 
riffles where the water is running and is not deep. 
.Vfter the place is prepared the female dejxisits the 
eggs, the male standing guard to keep other fisli 
from eating them. Then the male deposits the milt 
m the eggs and the female stands on guard. Then 
they fill in the hole with gravel and their mis- 
sion is accomplished. When they leave" salt water 
they. are in perfect condition without any blemishes, 
but in going up rough streams they wear tlieir fins 
ind tails off to some extent. Before they spawn 
they begin to show white spots which gradually 
grow larger and they all die soon after spawning. 

The fact of salmon returning to the same stream 
that they went out of has been well established. 
At the hatcheries when they are turning loose a 
batch of young salmon they take some and put 
i piece of silver wire through tlieir tails with 
tags allowing where they were released. These fish 
will some of them show up at the end of four 
years in the streams where they were released and 
none in other streams. In this way our experts are 
ible to tell what the natural wastage is from the 
sl ”all fish to the full-grown ones. 

When they are running up the streams to spawn 
they seldom take a bait. Last fall the writer was 
fishing in the Snohomish Itiver for trout and a 
salmon took the hook. It was on a smooth riffle, 
and 1 gradually worked him toward the shore and 
finally beached him. He was forty-three inches 
long and weighed twenty-eight pounds. He had 
just come up from salt water and had no spots 
■in hint and lie had not spawned and was a beautiful 
fisli. Where 1 caught him was about twenty miles 
ibove tide water. In the fall it is a wonderful 
■ught to see them in the streams. They run up not 
>nly the rivers but the small streams, and you would 
be surprised to see how small creeks they are in. 
Sometimes they will go up in such quantities that 
in the swift narrow places they will crowd those 
>n the edges out on the shore. I have seen . hun- 
dreds of them that were crowded out. They roil the 
water in such places. After they spawn and die 
hey lie on the bottom till the stream rises and then 
they are lodged along the shore, aud when the water 
goes down tiie beaches are covered with them. Some 
«f the ranchers take wagons and forks and haul 
they away for fertilizer. If a man will watch these 
fish and study their habits he will pronounce them 
one of the wonders of nature. 



like thread. Two more harpoons went into it, and 
then, after a pause, three others — the last we had. 
But the fish scarcely seemed to mind. 

Then the event lost some of its sport. Around 
us there suddenl - appeared five other huge black- 
fish. We had the floats still aboard, for a dory 
would have been able to do nothing with such a 
fish; but we saw to it that the ropes were dear in 
ease of a sudden decision on the part of the fish 
to leave us. Without seeming effort the big fellow 
towed us for miles; then we pulled up alongside 
and attempted to finish our work with a knife tied 
to a harpoon. Every few seconds the boat trembled 
•is it bumped into one of the wounded one’s mates, 

• ud we began to long for the return of our spear- 
points. It was like trying to kill an elephant with 
a pin — and we couldn’t get loose without sacrificing 
our outfit of points and lines. 

At the word of the skipper we commenced to cut 
loose; we would retain the floats at least. After 
two were cut, however, the great fish abruptly took 
it into his head to resent our plans. With a swish 
of its tail it dived like an arrow — so swiftly that 
two of the three remaining floats broke off as if 
cut with knives, and the third disappeared over 
the edge with its thirty fathoms of rope. An in- 
stant later there was nothiqg on tiie surface but a 
swirl and a tinge of blood; our black-fish had gone. 
WC were glad, for the cotitest had assumed the pro- 
portions of a nightmare. There are limits even to 
the powers of sixty-dollurs-a-day men. — Lacy Amy, 
in Wide World.
